I used to write a r­ 
ticles in this column about high 
school and collage football, listing 
the number of injuries and deaths 
of the season and then I found it 
didn’t do any good, so I quit. 
Football Harmful 
My objections to the kind of 
football they have now, and the 
kind of coaching that is employed, 
is that it does more harm than 
good to the health and physique 
of all concerned and does not im­ 
prove the physical condition of 
the whole school. 
It is just as if they appointed 
a special team to learn trigonom­ 
etry and only a few good ones 
even tried for the team and the 
rest of the school sat on the 
benches and watched the team do 
trigonometry problems, and when 
Yale played Harvard they would 
have cheer leaders who roused 
everybody to enthusiasm by lead­ 
ing the good old yell about “Two 
things equal to the same thing are 
equal to each other! Team! Team! 
Team!” 
And a photographer would be 
there to get a picture of the tri­ 
angle guarder blocking the Har­ 
vard offense. 
How much mathematics would 
the general student body of that 
school know? 
I think the result of the profes­ 
sional football that high schools 
and colleges play is reflected in 
the shocking report* on the physi­ 
cal condition and prowess of col­ 
lege students and inductees as re­ 
ported in this column of the date 
of September 25th. 
Some Statistics 
The reporta on the college stu­ 
dents showed that thirteen per 
cent of the group could not swim 


at all. and 64 per cent could swim 
no farther than fifty yards. Twen­ 
ty-six per cent of them could not 
chin themselves more than five 
times. Twenty-four per cent could 
not jump an obstacle waist high. 
Fifty per cent v*ou!d not tense the 
muscles of the abdomen enough to 
resist a fist pushed by an exami­ 
ner. Seventy-nine per cent could 
not lift the legs from the floor 
twenty times while lying on the 
back. And they were college stu­ 
dents 18 years old. 
I am in receipt of a letter from 
Colonel Preston B. Waterbury, 
U.S.A., who writes: 
“I have just recd your article 
on the future training of our 
youth. I have been training young 
Americans for a good many years 
and agree heartily with your con­ 
clusions." 
A Generous Estimate 
Sem i-professional 
football, 
which is the kind adopted by our 
schools from high school on up, 
brings out not more than IO per 
cent of the students for athletic 
training, and that is a generous 
estimate. Track does better, and 
baseball, the best game in the 
world for spectators, is regarded 
as beneath the notice of most col­ 
lege students. 
There should be some system 
that would get everyone who is 
physically able to stand up and 
walk out for athletic training, and 
it should be compulsory. The pro­ 
fessional football coach has de­ 
bauched all athletics in our insti­ 
tutions of learning. 
The worst of it is, football is 
such a bore to watch. Not as bad 
as basketball, but almost. All that 
ever happens is the same thing 
over and over again. The ball goes 
up the field a while and then down 
the field a while. And somebody 
blows a whistle and you begin to 
argue where you left your car or 
which bus you are going to take.
